George Derrmer, formerly a Horſecourſer , wes Arraigned, and tried, for 
ſtealing a Gu-!ding from one Mr, 1ilſc# gear Ipſw,tch, vallued at five pounds, 
and as he was off:ring tbe ſame toſale, was apprehended, his plea was that he 
boug hr him, and gave alegal price for him according to his true vallue, and 
pretended that he conld prove the fame, but his Witneſs not being to be found 
he was found Guilty, and among the reſt was burn'd ia the hand, it being ſup- 
poſed rhe firſt FaR that ever he committed. 

Fames Dixon, was Arraigned for Fellony, and having been a notorious Of- 
fencor, though the evidence was not ſo poſitive, yet by many credible circum- 
ſtances he was thought Guilty, as not being able to give an account where he 
was during the time of the Robberies , ſo that he was upon weighing each 
Particular brought in Guilty and afterwards burnt in the hand, 

Arthor Paſcal, Edward Johnſen, Daniel Toppan, and Feremiah Perminter be=- 
iogall inconfiderable Offendors, for petry Fellonies, under the vallue of twelve 
pence, were ordered to be whipt,i 

There were in all four Condemned rodie, iz, Fohn Manchetman for Mur- 
thering his Wite, Richard Downs, Thomas Kinz, Lawrence White, alias Peck, 
three notorious Highwaymen, there were fix burg'd in the hand and tour to be 
whipt,and ſo the Aſfizes ended.
